day. November 26 in Mississippi,.;Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
and other states in the southern -zone 
and remain open for 30 days, closing at 
night on December 25 under both 
Federal and State regulations..

HE wage recoid of the estimated 26,000,000 employes for whom fed- 
eral okl-ago benefits begin to accrue on January 1, 1937. will be 


maintained from information returns, or wage reports, submitted peri- 
odicnlly by employers. 


The information returns are required under treasury regulation ill 


made public recently by the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


The first information return will be for the six-month period end- 


ing June 30, 1937, and it is required that it, be filed at the offices of a 
collector of internal revenue not later than July 31. 1937. Thereafter, 
these information returns are required quarterly. 


In addition, the treasury regulations require employers to file an 


information return with respect lo each employe who attains the age 
of 65 or who dies before attaining the age r/f 65. 


Both of these reports must be filed not later than 15 days after Ihe 


employe attains the age of 65 or after death. 


The information contained in Ihe wage reports will be used by Ihe 


records division of the bureau of federal old-age benefit*, Soeial Security 
Board, in giving each eligible employe his proper wage credit for the 
period for which the return is made. 
( 


The system of making this entry on the lodger account of each em- 


ploye will be nlmost entirely mechanical. 


The process includes not only Ihe entry periodically, but also a tab- 


ulation which will show at the end of the year each employe's total 
wage credits for Ihul year, and (hen another tabulation showing the 
accumulated credits for as many years us the employe has credils to 
his account.

Feacher told the jury trying him 


on a charge of "aiding and abetting in 
causing persons to be held as slaves" 
hat the negroes he arrested last May 
were vagrants, that they were sent- 
enced to ?25 fines and 30 clays after reg- 
ular justice of the peace court pro- 
ceedure, and that he had an agreement 
with his county for working prisoners 
on his place. 


He said it was not a written agree- 


nenl, but that he believed he had 
'filled all the requirements" for a 
•alid contract. 


"I arrested the negroes because 


they were loafing around town," he 
testified. "I have known them all for 
years. As a general rule, they were 
loafers and a honky-lonk bunch." 


Peacher took the stand after seven 


negroes, called by the government, ac- 
cused him of arresting them without 
cause and having them work on his 
properly in East Arkansas. 


When Ihe defense attempled to in- 


troduce evidence attacking the char- 
acters of the negro witncsss, Prc- 
.sidnig Judge John E. Martineau inter- 
rupted to rule: 


"The guilt or innocence of these 


men is not involved in this trial. The 
intent with which Peacher arrested 
them and whether they received a fair 
trial are the issues." 


Peacher told the court the negroes 


had had "regular trials" before Mayor

If it 
is found to be steadily narrowing, the 
doctor suspects the presence of glau- 
coma. 


Obviously a correct, early diagnosis 


means a great deal toward saving the 
victim's vision, and preventing pain, 
pressure, and general symptoms. 


Women who are getting on in years 


should take particular care of their 


j eyes. They are more likely to suffer 
| from glaucoma than are men. 


Excitement often is a factor in caus- 


ing an attack, because, when a person 
is excited, there is an increased flo\v 
of blood to his eyes.. 


Various drugs are available for the 


treatment of glaucoma which lower 
the pressure in the eye and contract 
the pupil. Glasses are not especially 
useful in this condition, yet people who 
arc more interested in selling glasses 
than in taking suitable care of the eyes 
frequently will temporize with the con- 
dition by providing glasses. 


In many instances, control by drugs 


is impossible. For cases of this type, 
surgical procedures have been devel- 
oped which are frequently successful 
in saving sight and in controlling the 
glaucoma.

Since Lincoln's time, 
each president has set aside the last 
Thursday of November for a like fes- 
tival, so that Thanksgiving Day is now 
n>; firmly fixed a national feature as 
the Fourth of July.
